Wells Nominated 
To Carry 
Tory Banner

The 35-year-old chartered ac¬ 
countant who carried the Progress¬ 
ive Conservative banner in the Oct¬ 
ober 6th Pincher Creek-Crows Nest 
by-election, Alex Wells of Blair- 
more, was re-nominated recently 
for the next provincial election. 

Mr. Wells ran third in the by- 
election, behind Social Credit can¬ 
didate Joseph Hanrahan and the 
winning candidate, New Democrat 
Garth Turcott. 

Nearly 40 persons attended the 
nominating meeting in the com¬ 
munity hall. 

Guest speaker was provincial 
Conservative leader Peter Lough- 
eed, who declared that the Social 
Credit claim that the next election 
will be on a “Social Credit-or-So- 
cialism” basis is an “intentional 
red herring because the govern¬ 
ment knows we are building a 
strong alternative.” 

Alberta, he said, is a free enter¬ 
prise province and the electorate 
would not vote the Socialist party 
into power. 

The most serious problem fac¬ 
ing Alberta, Mr. Lougheed said, is 
one of education. 

“There should be no watering- 
down of the education system,” 
he declared. “We will not accept 
second best.” 

The Tory leader also called for 
decentralization of industries, as 
an important phase of the economy 
of smaller centres. 

Mr. Lougheed called on the party 
nucleus to obtain more workers 
for the next provincial election. 
Mr. Wells would only need 900 
more votes than he obtained in 
the by-election, to defeat the new¬ 
ly-elected NDP MLA. 

Candidate Wells told the meet¬ 
ing that Mr. Lougheed is building 
in Alberta “a new party concept 
in an old-line party.” 

Mr. Wells, in urging that the 
Pincher Creek-Crows Nest riding 
not retain its Socialist MLA, said: 
“It took us in the Pass more than 
20 years to overcome the stigma 
of being a socialist area let’s 
not have it again.” 

The people in the riding showed 
on October 6th their “disfavor" of 
the Social Credit government, he 
said, and stated that opposition 
must be “responsible opposition” 
rather than being there for the 
purpose of ‘mudslinging’.” 

Out of the October 6th by-elect¬ 
ion campaign, Mr. Wells said, 
emerged a Strong Conservative 
organization.

The Machine And Me 

I've been a farmer for only a few months, 
but I've learned quickly that a farmer must be 
a mechanic, or learn to cuss like a demented 
sailor. 

The other day I sold a short story, and be- 
fore the cheque had even arrived (I'd spent 
the money, not, as usual, on a steak dinner 
at a fancy restaurant, but for a machine that 
looked striking and efficient in the literature. 

It is called a Brush and Grass Cutter, and 
I thought it would free me from the scythe. 

It has a small gasoline motor at one end, a 
tube with a crankshaft leading to a whirling 
blade at the other end. What I forgot was 
that somewhere between those instruments 
there has to be a man, and I am he. 

I spent the first morning putting the darni 
thing together. Why manufacturers don't 
hire some good technical writers I can't un¬ 
derstand. I'd have managed the job better 
without any instructions, rather than the gar¬ 
bled ones that came with the machine. Fin¬ 
ally, I got the darn thing together, gassed and 
oiled it, and hopefully pulled the starting cord 
-It erupted in a great burst of action, with 
blue smoke spurting everywhere. It took half 
an hour to get the mixture adjusted to the 
point where it was safe to breathe while car¬ 
rying the instrument. I then hoisted the ma¬ 
chine into position, marched to the grass and 
brush, and was prepared to begin. The motor 
coughed and quit. 

The instructions clearly said not to try to 
adjust the motor when it is operating, so I 
twiddled with the little screws and started it 
again. By sheer accident, or through fear (I 
had cursed it out plenty!) it worked steadily 
for half an hour and I was mowing down great 
gobs of landscape. But I was weary and want¬ 
ed to rest and smoke. The instructions said 
to press the clip against the spark plug in ord¬ 
er to stop the machine. This I tried to do - 
and the clip fell off. I cut the gas right down, 
lowered the machine to the ground, but still 
it refused to stop! This doggone motor that 
had conked out on me so many times was now 
determined never to stop again. At long last, 
in desperation, I turned the shut-off valve, 
and let it run until all the gas in the carburet¬ 
or was burned. 

I left it sitting there in the field and came 
home disgusted. The good old scythe, leaning 
against the shed door, looked quiet and tract¬ 
able and delightful but I'll swear it was sneer¬ 
ing at me. 

I'm afraid I was born a hundred years 
too late. I would have done well in the good 
old days before some durn fool invented the 
infernal combustion machine.

This week I have a little some¬ 
thing for those of you who have a 
fireplace, or would like a gift idea 
for someone who does. These are 
homemade Yule logs and cones, 
which burn with 'beautiful colored 
flames in an open fire. It may 
be a little late for Christmas this 
year, for the Yule logs, but if you 
hurry, you might have them ready 
and they would certainly be delight¬ 
ful in the long snowy evenings of 
January and February. 

Yule Logs For Fireplace: 

To make sparkling “joy logs”, 
have all old newspapers and any 
other absorbent paper, also col¬ 
ored sections, rolled to form logs 
about 16 inches long. Do not place 
too many papers in a roll as they 
swell. Tie with heavy twine, not 
too tightly and soak in the follow¬ 
ing solution: 


Four pounds of bluestone (blue 
vitriol or sulphate of copper), 3 
pounds of rock salt, dissolve thor¬ 
oughly in one gallon of water, us¬ 
ing the same proportions for as 
much as needed For extra color 
effects add one ounce of borax 
(green flame) or barium nitrate 
(green flame) or potassium chlor¬ 
ide (purple flame). 

Soak the “logs” for three or four 
weeks in this solution, turning end 
for end frequently. As the solution 
will corrode metal, the soaking 
should be done in a plastic ves¬ 
sel or in a stone crock. It should 
be handled with gloves, as it will 
stain the hands or clothing. It is 
an internal poison and should be 
kept away from children and ani¬ 
mals. 

During the early autumn or sum¬ 
mer is the best time to make “joy 
logs”, as they have a better chance 
of drying; unless thoroughly dry, 
they are of no use. 

One log in an open fireplace 
will burn almost the entire eve¬ 
ning, throwing out rainbow colors. 
Wrapped in red paper, tied at each 
end, they make delightful gifts. 


Cones may be soaked a few days 
to a week in this solution too, 
dried and put in bags for holiday 
presents. 

Frosted Cones For Fireplace: 

Dry chemical mixture- 
2 lbs. coarse salt 
1 lb. borax 

1 lb. bluestone (copper sul¬ 
phate) ooarse grade. 

Pulverize the bluestone if pieces 
are large. Dip cones in thin shellac 
so that they are tacky, then roll 
in the chemical mixture and set 
aside to dry. The cones gives off 
blue, orange and green flames 
when tossed on a bed of coals in 
the fireplace. Small pieces of bark 
or driftwood can -be used instead 
of cones. 

The chemical mixture is corros¬ 
ive — mix in crockery, plastic, 
heavy cardboard or a heavy bag. 
Use rubber gloves when handling. 
Also POISON — keep out of reach 
of children and animals. 

You need 10 ozs. of shellac to 
coat enough cones to use up the 
amount of chemical given above. 
This would yield frosted small pine 
cones to fill a 10 lb. sugar bag.

Familiarity Breeds 
Danger On Road 

The more familiar a motorist 
becomes with run-of-the-mill driv¬ 
ing situations, the less likely he 
is to recognize the dangers in those 
situations, according to the Cana¬ 
dian Highway Safety Council. 

This is evident in the fact that, 
out of Canada’s 7,500,000 licensed 
drivers, more than 1,600,000 are 
annually involved in crashes or 
brushes with the law. 

Collisions occur under circum¬ 
stances which the average driver 
regularly experiences. They include 
collisions with the vehicle behind, 
the oncoming vehicle, at intersec¬ 
tions, while passing or being pass¬ 
ed or simply driving along with 
no other traffic near. The last type 
is frequently referred to as the 
mystery crash because seldom is 
there an evident reason for it. 

Drivers who survive the one-car, 
run-off-tfae-road crash are not al¬ 
ways able to explain what hap¬ 
pened. Drivers who do not sur¬ 
vive take the cause with them. 
During 1966, 1220 persons died in 
this type of crash and close to 70,- 
000 were injured. 

The Council recommends that 
every motorist use Safe Driving 
Week, December 1 to 7, to study 
commonplace situations in traffic, 
learn to recognize the dangers and 
how to avoid them.

FAQ Issues Blunt Warning 

Famine Threat Growing 


Musi people know the term 
"population explosion” But 
few understand the awesome 
warning behind the words. A 
man who does understand is 
Dr. B. R. Sen of India. Di¬ 
rector-General of the Food and 
Agriculture Organization oi the 
United Nations. In a recent 
New York address, he spelled 
it out: the world is producing 
people faster than food. 

“The enormous increase, 
both actual and potential, in 
the world's population, has 
created a situation of immense 
gravity and danger for man¬ 
kind. At present about one half 
of the world’s people are un¬ 
derfed or badly fed, or both.” 

For the rich countries of 
North America and Europe 
food is no problem, Dr. Sen 
said. “But for the developing 
countries the threat of hunger 
is always present, and the 
spectre of famine just waits 
around the comer. It is not 
that these nations have failed 
to step up their output of food. 
They have achieved almost 
exactly the same rate of in¬ 
crease between the pre-war 
years and 1965 as the more ad¬ 
vanced countries. But per 
capita production has fallen 
because of the population 
explosion.” 

The earth already houses 
above three billion people and 
this number will double within 
30 years. If the peoples of 
Africa, Asia and Latin America 
are to receive an adequate diet, 
by the year 2000 their food pro¬ 
duction must be increased 
five-fold. 

Despite its dimensions, Dr. 
Sen said the situation was far 
from hopeless. 

Many scientists believe that 
rational exploitation of the 
earth s prodigious resources 
could usher in an era of plenty 
for all men. The oceans, for 
instance, cover 71.7 per cent 
of the globe but supply scarce¬ 
ly li per cent of man's food, 
which certainly could be in¬ 
creased. Chemists, using in¬ 
organic substances, can effect 
a synthesis of most elements 
essential to human nutrition. 
Protein* can be extracted from

micro-organisms produced 
from petroleum. 

But these are hopes for the 
future and the immediate prob¬ 
lem of feeding hungry people 
is already upon us. In the past 
food stocks from rich nations 
like Canada and the United 
States helped save the day. 

“But these stocks have re¬ 
cently fallen dramatically, and 
it is therefore all the more 
essential for the developing 
countries to increase their own 
production,” he said. Yet to 
do this they need fertilizers, 
pesticides, farm equipment, 
which cost money they don't 
have. 

“The only way in which they 
can be supplied, therefore, is 
through a new international 
program of assistance ... a 
massive program of at least 
$500 million per annum." 

Dr. Sen welcomed the United 
State's proposal for the crea¬ 
tion of a World Food Reserve 
of 10 million tons. 

"The time has surely come 
for a more equitable sharing 
of the burden of food aid as 
part of an expanding total flow 
of aid. Some countries will 
have actual surpluses to con¬ 
tribute, others have the poten¬ 
tial' capacity to increase sup¬ 
plies, while still others could 
make cash and servicaa avail¬ 
able. AU these countrlbuticna 
are needed.” 

The FAO head warned that 
only greater efforts by both 
rich and poor nations could 
achieve "a stable balance be¬ 
tween our numbers and our 
needs."

...what precautions are 
taken to prevent breaks 
in Alberta's oil and gas 
pipelines? 

Pipeline safety is a team effort 
between industry and the 
Pipe Line Division of the 
Alberta Department of Mines 
and Minerals. From the s)>eci- 
iications stage to actual op¬ 
erations, continuous safety 
checks are carried out by the 
Division’s engineers and in¬ 
spectors. All specifications are 
checked prior to construction 
and the finished line must 
pass a test under greater 
pressure than that which will 
be used in operation. A con¬ 
tinuous program of inspec¬ 
tion is maintained on lines 
where there is a danger of 
corrosion and all pipelines are 
checked for maintenance of 
safety factors. With 17,338 
miles of pipelines in the Prov¬ 
ince, breaks do sometimes oc¬ 
cur and these are investigated 
immediately. The line must 
be restored to conditions 
which meet the original safety 
standards before it is put 
back into operation If the 
repair fails to satisfy the 
Division Inspector it must 
be re-done and, if it is still 
not satisfactory, he may 
order a re-testing of the en- 


...how Alberta's fur far- 
mers are kept informed? 

The men and women who 
raise Alberta’s multi-million 
dollar fur crop each year 
must be kept up to date on 
all technical improvements 
and changes if they are to 
keep their output up and 
their overhead down. The 
Fur Farms Branch of the 
Alberta Department of Agri 
culture keeps them well in¬ 
formed, through the distribu¬ 
tion of written information 
and technical material, as 
well as by means of field days, 
educational meetings and live 
shows staged by the Branch. 
Regular ranch inspections 
and visitations by Fur Farms 
Branch personnel also help 
maintain the industry which 
last year was valued at over 
three million dollars. 



. . . who acts as the 
"steadying influence" for 
municipal tax assess¬ 
ments? _ 

Alberta municipalities have 
three choices come assess¬ 
ment time. They can do the 
job themselves, hire an out¬ 
side agency, or call on the 
Alberta Department of 
Municipal Affairs for assist¬ 
ance. The latter move is by 
far the most popular because 
not only does the Depart¬ 


ment supply trained special¬ 
ists to do the job, it also ab¬ 
sorbs 25 per cert of the cost. 
All but three or four of Al¬ 
berta’s small towns and vil¬ 
lages (and many of the rural 
municipalities) take advan¬ 
tage of this service and those 
municipal assessments which 
are done by other means, with 
the exception of those in 
cities, are subject to super¬ 
vision and inspection by the 
Assessment Branch. The 
Rranch also assists thesmaller 
cities with their assessment 
programs and is providing an 
increasing service in rural 
assessment. 

... how you could see 
into Alberta's history? 

Albertans will soon be able 
to take a trip into their Prov¬ 
ince’s past bv visiting the 
new Provincial Museum and 
Archives of Alberta to be 
opened in 1967. Displays of 
birds, mammals, plants, fos¬ 
sils and rocks will tell the 
story of the Province's natu¬ 
ral history while artifacts 
from days gone by will por¬ 
tray the history of the pio¬ 
neers and the Indians. Speci¬ 
men ts are being chosen and 
d ispl ay s are being construct ed 
by experts on the Museum 
and Archives staff of the Al- 
lierta Provincial Secretary’s 
Department. Footnotes to 
Alberta’s history will be pro¬ 
vided through historical doc- 
umerits and photographs 
being collected in the Ar¬ 
chives and these will be avail¬ 
able for reference and display. 


...what the ‘social re- 
sources" of Alberta are? 

Social resources are activities 
which are available to all 
members of a community to 
allow them to enrich their 
physical, mental, spiritual and 
social well-being. It is these 
resources which must be de¬ 
veloped to the full in order to 
give every Alberta family the 
chance to live more happily, 
more creatively, and to pre¬ 
vent family breakdown 
wherever possible. Working 
with the municipalities, the 
Social Planning Branch of 
the Alberta Department of 
Public Welfare is establish¬ 
ing a program which is de¬ 
signed to provide supportive 
help to family life. Under this 
program, each municipality 
appoints a director who is 
responsible for program de¬ 
velopment such as volunteer 
services, leadership for family 
life education and stimula¬ 
tion for leisure time activi¬ 
ties. The Department of 
Public Welfare will accept 80 
per cent of the cost of these 
programs to encourage the op¬ 
portunity for individual and 
family well-being throughout 
the Province. 



. . why you need a per¬ 
mit to hunt antelope in 
Alberta? _ 

The main reason is to keep 
the Province’s antelope pop¬ 
ulation at a reasonable level; 
not too many for the carry¬ 
ing capacity of the area in 
which they live; not so few 
that hunting them will have 
to be discontinued. From 
studies of the herds and their 
habitat, the Fish and Wild¬ 
life Division of the Alberta 
Department of Lands and 
Forests can forecast with rea¬ 
sonable accuracy how many 
antelope can l>c killed with- 
out seriously effecting the 
survival of the herd. Thia 
number control? the number 
of permits which are issued. 
To give every hunter an equal 
chance at his antelope, suc¬ 
cessful applicants are selected 
by a draw and ouch receive* 
a permit which tells him 
where he can hunt, when he 
can hunt, and what the limi t 
is. In this way, all Alberta 
hunters can be sure that there 
will still be antelope around 
for their sport next year.

Time flies fast during summer 


holidays and it won’t be long be¬ 
fore it’s back to school in Sept¬ 
ember. The coming school year 
takes us right into Canada’s Cen¬ 
tennial celebrations and there will 
be some special news this fall tor 
the five and a half million child¬ 
ren and teen-agers attending the 
schools throughout the country. 

School posters and classroom 
posters will announce the news in 
September that all public and high 
.school students from six to 18 
years of age will be invited to 
participate in the Centennial Ath¬ 
letic awards program. There will 
be three “compulsory” events: — 
one minute speed sit-up, a 300 
yard run, and a standing broad 
jump. Participants in the awards 
program will choose one addition¬ 
al event out of three “optlonals”: 
swimming, skating or cross coun¬ 
try. 

The Centennial Commission with 
the Centennial planners of the 
provinces, decided on this broad 
program for schools so that all 
children in the country would have 
the opportunity to take an active 
part in the Centennial. (A sepa¬ 
rate program along the same lines 
has been approved for those at¬ 
tending schools for the retarded 
children). 

The standards for every age, six 
to 19, by which participants will 
be judged in the compulsory events 
are those developed by the Cana¬ 
dian Association for Health Physi¬ 
cal Education and Recreation — 
iCAHFER). 

In the optional events the swim¬ 
ming standards are those of the 
Canadian Amateur Swimming As¬ 
sociation. For skating, the Cana¬ 
dian Amateur Speed Skating As¬ 
sociation standards will be used. 
No Canadian standards for a cross 
country run have ever been de¬ 
veloped before so the Centennial 
Commission has tested groups of 
school children of various ages in 
the Ottawa area and has set up 
special ones for the 1967 program. 

The department of education in 
each province will be sending out 
teachers’ manuals to schools tor 
the beginning of fall term. Teach¬ 
ers also will receive class record 
sheets and each student will re¬ 
ceive a wallet size card so that 
he can keep his score during the 
Centennial athletic events which 
may be run off between September 
and December.

I have been saying all 
ailorvg that everybody can take part 
in the Centennial celebrations and 
the athletic awards program is just 
one of the many opportunities for 
school children to be involved in 
Canada’s birthday party.
